The Administration—Oregon and 
the Tariff, 

A month ago we wrote an article on the po- 
sition of the Administration in relation to Or- 
gon and the Tariff, in which we took the 
ground that the President in his Message would 
re-affirm the sentiments put forth in his Inau- 
gural, and recommend a reduction of the 
Tariff, trusting to certain arrangements re- 
pecting the latter, to make his position on the 
Oregon question, safe. England wants a imar- 
ket first of all—and if this can be secured as 
well without war as with it, she would greatly 
prefer the peace policy. 

The tone of the New York Nun, a paper 
which sustains the Administration, and scems 
wellacquainted with its policy, gives couyten- 
ance to the views then expressed, A corres- 
pondent af that paper, writing from Washing- 
ton, says— 

“There js a strong rumor that the discussion 
n Oregon will be transferred to London, and

that Mr. McLane and a Special Minister ma 
be appointed to conduct it. I am i ack 
that in the present tone aad temper of England, 


it would be advisable to allow it to take that 
direction. A reconsideration of the whale 
question and a compromise honorable to both 
parties may be the regult. The West is by no 
means as loud and as clamorous as some ima- 
gined for war—they would prefer selling Eng: 
land fl ur,corn and provisions, ‘A change has 
come over the spirit of their dream." My, 
Secretary b Se. je arguments on the reduc- 
tion of the Tariff contain much force and much 
plain reasoning, and the declaration that two- 
thirds of the revenuc are not paid ino the 
Treasury but to the profestoq classes, is quite 
startling,” 
The inference is, that in the writer's opin- 
ion, the reduction of the ‘Tariff is in some way 
or other to be connected with the settlement of 
the Oregon boundary. 

In the sane number of the Sux is an edito- 
rial, which contains passages of similar import. 
Until lately, the paper was of the belligerent 
order. It assumes, that since the attempt of 
the French Government to establish a balance- 
of-power system on this continent, wwe are no 
longer bound to consult the interests yf France 
in the adjustment of our commercial ajjairs.”

“England, as we haye already gtated. + pre- 
pared for reciprocal cammercial advantages in 
the settlement af aur diaputes, She will adinit 
our bread stuffs at a> reasonable rate of duty, 
consistent with the safety of her agricultural 
interest, if we will admit her manufactures at 
the lowest rate of duty consistent with the 
safety of oyy manufacturing intorest as at pre- 
sent existing. Legislation on these two points 
can proceed step by step with negotiations founded 
upon an honorable adjustment of all questigne of 
boundary, right of search, &¢. e are utterly 
opposed toany entangling alliance inconsistent 
with the great interests of our country, but if 
the manufacturing interest, which How Opposes 
a war with England, js prepared for this com- 
promise, we doubt not the agricultural interest 
will gladly unite in favor of a pacifie policy.— 
In carrying out this measure,it will become the 
duty of Congress to increase the tariffonr French 
commodities to the highest possible point. We 
favored French leguytos inthe ‘Bariff: of "42, 
without the slithtent advabtage’to our nation- 
al industry. ‘The favor was not appreciated by 
that government. We can now reverse our 
policy with the best yesults.” 

The legislation of Congress on the Tariff may 
have a nearer connection thay jg generally im- 
agined, with the question of peace or war, 


Printing in German and American— 
/  ®he True Policy, 

For several years past, the policy of piinjing 

important official dgewments in German and 

Ameriean, has been a subject of continual con- 

tention in our Legislature. Our views on the 

question we have often presented. Common 

sense dictates that where a large portion of the 

people of a State, admitted jo the rights of 
citizenship, do not understand the prevailing 

language, every facility should be extended to 
them for the judicious exercise of such rights. 
It should bean object to furnish them with cor- 
rect political information, ea (hat their deci- 
sions at tiie ballot box may be wisely given. 
Hence, as a matter of sound policy, important 
documents should be given to them in theivown 
tongue. There should be no demagoguism 
about it; no extravagant expenditure. A due 
proportion, and no more, of such printing ought 
to be executed—to be determined by a fair es- 
timate of the relative nymber of sych glass of 
population, 

Some yainly imagine that this is a concession 
to the spirit of foreignism, and that its tenden- 
cy is to keep up national distinctions amongst 
the several classes of our people: when in truth, 
it is a concession to sound policy, and ifs ten- 
dency is, to break down such distinctions, and 
promote that homageneity of population so 
much desired, Exclusiveness on the part of 
the native,would provoke jealousy and clanrtish- 
ness on the part of the naturalized citizen.— 
Intolerant Legislation, ostensibly designed {a 
force people fo part with their peculiarities, 
would only wed them still more firmly tothem. 
Let our legislation be liberal—let the State 
manifest a catholic spirit towards the stranger 
that seeks a home within its borders, and time, 
association, business, our fre¢ institutions, free 


circumstances, will sqon make hjm not only one 
among, but one of us. 

The Legislature now in session has had the 
subject under discussion repeatedly. The dis- 
cussion has geyerally been conducted by men 
who looked no further than to its bearings upon

Mbional liberty,” to give them an inser- 
religious and political journals. 
atall ministers of religion, all over 
Mion either in their sermons or in their 

ra once on every Sabbath solemnly warn 
their hearers against the special sin of slavery. 
2d. That in all religious journals, a column 
be devoted ta slavery—its economical statis- 
ties—and to moral remonstrance. » 
3rd. That in all addresses of religious bodies, 
oral or written, when moral conduct is touched 
upon, that a solemn and special denunciation 
of slavery be made. 
4th. In the exercise of the elective franchise, 
that each christian will honestly endeavor so 
to use that great and responsible privilege as 
by all honorable, just and constitutional means, 
to destroy slavery in this nation. 
_ We suggest with great diffidence for the con- 
sideration of Christiansa board of home missions, 
founded as follows:—A common treasury—sus- 
tained by all sects of Christians, to be lwca- 
ted in the city of New York. From this 
shall be sustained at fair wages as many mis- 
sionaries, in the same States, as the funds of 
the socicty, or the interest thereof when vested 
in stocks will sustain. 1, Let an equal number 
of cach sect represented be elected. 2. Let the 
ministers living in slave States be prefered: to 
if they can be procured. 3. Let them be in- 
structed never to speak of slavery in the pre- 
sence of blacks or slaves. 4. Let them for the 
present be confined to the States of Maryland, 
Virginia and Kentucky. Lot them be instruet- 
ed to preach in the counties where there are the 
fewest slaves. 5. Let them he yacn of ability 
and, though not fanatical, self-sacriticing and 
well, versed in the political and ecanomica) 
beayings of slavery as well as in its nyoral influ: 
ences, so that they may be able to show the 
non-slaveholder, how slavery im poverishes his 
family—excludes them from sohools, churches, 
the honoys of the State and the general advan- 
tages of civilization, 
We believe that a scheme of this kind would 
do infinite good. There could be no pretexs 
for violence on the part of slaveholdeys, because 
the blacks would never hear, 14 woukd arouse 
a generous shame jn the bosoms of our own 
clergy and force inany to make sacrifiges ia the 
eause of religion and liberty.

The editor of the New York Evening Post, 
who has lately returned from Europe, discrediis 
the rumors of remarkable war proparations at- 
tributed to England, Of course he is qualified 
tospeak upon the question, Ho proceeds, how- 
ever, to remark— 

“But, although we think Great Britain in no 
haste to engage in hostilities with the United 
States, just as we believe that ogy awa Govern- 
ment is not dispoged gashly to precipitate the 
country into a War, there is yet something to 
be learned from her example. If a war shoyld 
unliappily grow ont of the controyeyy, Great 
Britain will be prepared for it—our own coun- 
try, unless Congress gives the sulject its imme- 
diate and serious atiention, will not, Ovyr sea- 
ports will be found withduy defence, our coast 
unprotected, an@ opr ‘conxmeree will offer 4 
rich prey to the.enemy.. Valor we jak. not, 
but if is valor unorgayized aqd undisciplined; 
means and regoyrges we have in abundance 
hut the means.are not ready to be applied, an 
the resources are yet to he galled forth, It is 
for Congress ta bethink itself, before the ses- 
aion closes, haw aur populous and active seaports 
ave to be protected against a descent from the 
enemy.” 


Congress may do what it pleases, it can ne- 
ver pyt this country ina state of effective de- 
fence against the onset of such a Power as 
Great Britain. We have never been prepared 
for war—we never shall be. The expenditures 
required for such a purpose would be over- 


of the Veople in time of peace. Whenever 
war may arise, we shall have to embark in it 
unprepared; sustain in the beginning great da- 
mage; and be pretty well drabbed, for, one gx 
two campaigns, At the end of that period, the 
country would haye al} the soldiers and muni- 
tions of war, that might he needed, and wauld 
soon turn the tables ypon an invading enemy. 

All this talk then about putting the country 
in a state of preparation, we deprecate as being 
calculated to embolden Congress to layyach aut 
into the most wasteful expenditures, One hun- 
dred millions of dollars would not make our 
naval establishment cqual to that of Great Bri- 
tain; and the country, until it part with its 
reason, will not tolerate a largo Standing Avmy, 
no matter haw delicate may be our relations 
with foreign powers.

‘They embrace a po- 
sition and a law such as should belong to no 
State in the Uniay, and such as no State, nor 
any part of the citizens of any State, could 
now be persuaded to assume. It will be per- 
ceived that, by the construction ofthe language, 
the law contained in the clause stands abso- 
lute, entirely unconnected with any modifica- 
tion by contingent or supposed conditions, (of 
compensation, general consent, or otherwise,) 
but nakedly sctting forth, that under no possi- 
ble change of circumstances shall the State dis- 
solve an institution unquestionably subjcct to 
constant and unforseen changes, but shall al- 
low any possible fraction of its original sup- 
porters, one-fiffecath or one-twenticth, (the 
rest assenting to its dissolution,) to maintain it 
still ja existence—if so determined—and that 
een though they might be offered a reasonable 


compensation Jor the loss of property therein.’ 


The Reviewer, it is evident, thinks this pro- 
vision in the Constitution of Texas, strange 
und unprecedented, thus betraying an ignorance 
of the advance of slavery in this Country, 
characteristic of the ordinary party politician: 
The truth is, this dovice of the slave-holder to 
secure himself against all vicissitudes, is noth- 
ing uncommon. In the State of Maryland, the 
prohibition to emancipation, although not 
strictly consiitutional, is just as effectual us if 
it wers so. Inthe amendments adopted March 
10, 1837, it is provided that 

“The relation of master and slave in this 
State shall not be abolished, unless a bill to 
abolish the same shall be passed by a unanimous 
vote of the members of each branch of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and shall be published at least 
three months before a new clection of dele- 
gates,and shall be confirmed ly a unanimous 
vole of cach branch of the General Assembly. 
at the next regular © -stit’ ~ ‘ossion aft 
such new election, «vc then, waetout full com- 
pensation to the voter,” &o, 
We submit to our readers whether this pro- 
vision is not every whit as bad, as the clause of 
prohibition in the Texas Constetution. And 
recollect, this barbarous provision was adopted 
by the enlightened people of Maryland, in the 
year 1837. 
Next look a4 the Constitution of Arkansas, 
agopied in 1836, 
“The General Assembly shall have no power 
to pass laws for the emancipation of the slaves, 
without the consent of the owners.” 
‘The prohibitory clause in the Constitution 
of Texas is an exuct copy of this, and yet Ar- 
kansas was admitted into the Union, without 
evena struggle. 
One more—Florida is in the same predica- 
ment. By her Constitution, which was ratified 
last winter, by the Congress of the United 
States, the slaveholdcr cannot emancipate his 
slayea without the consent of the Legishture, 
and the Legislature cannot emancipate them 
without his consent. How happens it that the 
Whig Party and Press were silent as the grave 
on all these enormities, and now all at once 
wake up to the knowledgo that Texas is guilty 
of an unheard-of enormity, though only fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of three of her honored 
sisters. 
Texas is no better, and@ no worse, than the 
rest of the slave-region. It is true, that in 
many of the States of the South, the power ta 
emancipate the slaves is not expressly prohib- 
ited to the Legislature, but it js fettered with 
such conditions, and sach too is the state of 
public sentiment, that no ane dreains of its ex- 
excise. ‘The onty mode ever thought of, 
through which slavery can be reached, is a 
Convention of the People; so that after all, 
Texas ison a level in point of Civilization, with 
the least barbarous gjavo States of the Union. 
This wonderful zeal then against the admis- 
sion of ‘Texas as a State, begause its Con- 
‘stitution prohibits its Legislature to emanéi 
pate the slaves without the consent of the own- 
Pyen while. no exception, is taken to the fact, 
that slavery is established by law, and by law 
may forever be perpetuated in ‘Texas, is strain- 
ing at a gnatand swallowing a camel. We 
cannot hut avspect the reviewerand others of 
his elass with being anxious to purchase the 
reputation of moral heroism and anti-slavery 
principle, at a very cheap rate.

We cannot 
admit this.{New England has no written law 
against the cousumption of our products—no 
prolibitory tariff—but there isa Jaw just as 
poteat as any human Jaw, limiting the con- 
sumption of our products—and that is, the 
law of supply and demand.

Qualifications of Candidates, 

In some portions of the free States it is made 
a question, whether Liberty men ought to vote 
for candidates for political office, who belong-to 
what ure called, ‘pro-slavery churches.” One 
or two local conventions in this State have al- 
ready by resolution taken the negative on the 
question. At a convention for Allegheny coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, the following resolution was 
introduced, discussed, and laid upon the table 
for future consideration. 

“Resolved, That, in the nomination of per- 
sons for public office, we will not select any 
one who belongs to a pro slavery church; and 
that it is grossly inconsistent for a Liberty man 


to give his example, his influence and his mo- 
hey to the support of such churches.” 


It is not our purpose to engage ina protract- 
ed discussion of this subject, but to do, as we 
are accustomed to do on any question of mo- 
ment—define our own position. 

Civil Government is established with a view 
to protect the rights of Society, and do for it 
eértain necessary $hings, which Individuals are 
unable to.do." Or ‘to ‘be more particular, the! 
legitimate objects of the Government of any 
State are, to protect the rights of the State, to 
protect the rights of the Individual members 
of it, and to protect and promote certain Inter- 
ests, beyond the sphere of merely Individual 
action, 

Thus, the Declaration of Independence, af- 
ter the enumeration of certain righis as ina- 
lienable—“Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of 
Happiness "Affirms that, “to secure these 
rights Governments are instituted among men.” 
The whole preamble to the Constitution of- the 
United States resolves itself into the general 
The objects 
aimed at by the Constitution, according to the 
preamble are, ‘a more perfect union,” “justice,” 
“domestic tranquility,” “the common defence,” 
“the general welfare,” and “the blessings of 
liberty.” “Union” was effected, for the’ pro- 
tection of rights. “Justice” is nothing more 
than giving to every man his due—that to 
which he has aright. “Domestic tranquility” 
is desirable, because it is a state in which every 
man may most efficiently und beneficially ex- 
ercise his rights. “The common defence” 
means the protection of the rights of the whole. 
“The blessings of liberty” are consequences 
flowing from the protection of rights. “The 
general welfare,” embraces those vital interests | 
which Individual action cannot protect or pro. 
mote toa sufficient extent. Among these in- 
terests, are “coining money,” improving har- 
bors of general convenience, improving great 
rivers, which are channels of general commerce, 
carrying the mail, &c. In the States, respee- 
tively, we may mention [Education as one of 
those Interests. 

Our definition of Government excludes from 
the sphere of its legitimate objects, the regula- 
tion of Opinion, the propagation of Religion, 
the decision of questions of Conscience, tif 
promotion of local, or class interests, &c. 

So much for Government. 


If the definition be true, it follows that a 
Political Party, which is seeking to obtain or 
retain Governmental Powers, is legitimate and 
deserving of support only so far as it confines

definition we have just given. 


‘with the right of Opinion, a Political Party 


has no'such right. If the Government may not 
establish a religious test, or set up a standard 
of morality for the Churches, or intermeddle in 
‘theological questions, a Political Party may not 
do so. It travels out of the record, when it 
looks beyond the sphere of the legitimate ob- 
jects of Civil Government. 

A Political Party aims at certain Objects, 
grounds itself upon certain Principles, proposes 
certain Measures. The first requisite in its 
candidates, is, concurrence with itself, in these 
three respects. This, Common Sense and Con- 
sistency demand. Another: requisite is, Com: 
petency. To select an incompetent candidate 
may not be morally wrong, bat it is absurd — 
The third requisite is, Morality. In making 
thisa requisite, we establish no religious test, 
we touch no right of conscience. A man is 
confessedly responsible tothe full extent for 


wrong. Such a man would be an unsafe depos- 
itory of any important trust, especially of the 
trust of legislating on the Rights of Society. 
Beyond this, in respect to the qualifications 
of candidates, a Political Party has no right to 
ro. It has no right to question the religions 
faith of a man, his religious associations, or his 
opinions upon any subjects on which the Gov- 
ernmental powers it is seeking, may not legi- 
timately act. 

So far we have dealt in general, principles: 
let us now descend to particular cases. 


There was no Liberty Party before 1840. 
The Whig, and Democratic Parties possess 
the same character then, that they do now. 
They were not organized with a view to uphold 
slavery, or strengthen the slave power; but 
their policy was made subservient almost uni- 
formly tothese abuses, as it is now.

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Qualifications of Candidates, 

All that we said yesterday concerning the 
connection of a candidate with a pro-slavery 
party, may be suid of his membership ina pro- 
slavery Church. 

A Church is organized for the highest and 
best purposes. No Church in this Ceuntry has 
been instituted with a view to sustain slavery, 
if we may except the “M. EK. Church South.” 
The pro-slavery policy of the Churches, with 
this exception, is an abuse. Membership in 
them, in ilsel/, independently of the acts of the 
member, is not an evidence of pro-slavery po- 
sition. ‘lhe member who actually sustains its 

wrong policy, and he who assents silently to it, 

share in the responsibility, the former being 
actually, the other virtually, pro-slavery. But, 
no man is obliged by the terms of his member- 
ship to be either the one orthe other. He may, 
if he choose, not only withhold all countenance 
from the evil, but oppose it in every way, with 
all his energies. Of course, he is‘neither axtu- 
ally, nor virtually, pro-slavery—he is not re- 
sponsible for an abuse which he is endeavoring 
with all his might to correct. Now, if he can 
not be justly charged with supporting slavery, 
neither can the man who votes for him for po- 
litical station. What amount or kind of anti- 
slavery action is required to clear him fron: all 
responsibility; how long he should persevere 
in his efforts; what constitutes a well-grounded 
hope of the reform for whieh ho is laboring ; 
whether he can do more out of the Church than 
in it for the furtherance of his object; afe al! 
questions of conscience, concerning which 
there is no positive law, about which good 
men widely differ, which he must @ecide for 
himself,—no man, no body of men, having the 
right or authority to decide them for him, and 
denounce him for not assenting to their decision. 

At all events, it is very clear that they are 
not legitimate questions for the diseussion 
of a Political Party. And this leads us to the 
remark, which we think entirely conclusive:— 
The Liberty Party being purely Political, has 
no right to question a candidate's opinions, any 
further than they concern topics on which he may 
be lawfully called upon to uct in his public capa- 
city; or to intermeddle with his ecclesiastical 
or religious relations, It may not look beyond 
the three requirements specified in our article 
of yesterday—concurrence of opinion on fup- 
damental politieal points—competency—mo- 
rality. It was not instituted to reform the 
Charches: a Political Party has no more to do 
with the Churches, than Civil Government 
has: they move in different spheres. 

This is no new or strange doctrine. Men 
are continually accustomed to unite with each 
other for certain specific objects, and appoint 
agents or officers to act for the associations thus 
formed, without regard to their religious faith 
or associations—never dreaming for a moment 
that thereby they give countenance or support 
to whatever there may be of wrong in such 
faith or associations. 

The Ohio Anti-Slavery Society has been in 
existence for the last nine years, Its doctrine 
is that of immediate emancipation—its views, 
are what are technically called, moral in con- 
tradistinction to political. Whigs, Liberty men 
and Democrats, members of churches, and oth- 
ers, have all belonged to it, feeling that they 
could unite in its one object, and in the means 
by which it sought to accomplish it; no one at- 
tempting to introduce a political test which 
would exclude the member of any particular 
party, ora religious test, which would exclude 
the member of any particular church. Are 
we to infer from this that the Society has been 
giving its sanction and support to all the par- 
ties and all the churches? Those who have 
been accustcmed to hear its discussions can 
never be persuaded of this, 


An Anti-Slavery Society was recently organ- 
ized in this city, by those who denounce the 
Liberty Party because it wijl not make Come- 
outism a test in regard to its members and can- 
didates. Did they make ita test of member- 
ship in their association? Far from it. They 
professed to lay down a platform, on which peo- 
ple of all parties and seets, retaining still their 
old associations, might stand, united in pursuit 
of a single object. Suppose Methodists, Pres- 
byverians, Whigs and Democrats, should unite 
with that Society, as they may do, these Come- 
outers would co-operate with them, and never 
dream that thereby they were giving any coun- 
tenance to the religious or political associations 
It will not do tosay that this 
‘There is no mysterious 
sanctity in the act of voling. Sitting on com- 
mittees, paying money, discussing, voting are 
all nothing but modes of co-operative effort; and 


of those people. 
is not a parailel case. 


I no more sanction a candidate’s religious asso- 
ciation by votmg for him, than by serving with 
him on a moral suasion committee. 

A certain class of Abolitionists believe with 
the Friends that it is wrong to make use of the 
products of slave-labor—that he who does so, is 
virtually guilty of upholding slavery. And 
yet, they have never made this a political test 
—for the simple reason, we presume, that the 
Legislative Power has no right to legislate up- 
on the subject-—-that is to enforce by law absti- 
nence from slave-labor. If the principle con- 
tended for by the Come-outers, for we know not 
how else to designate them, be true, the Free 
Labor Men are guilty of criminal toleration, 
aud should henceforth exact that no candidate 
be voted for unless he abstain from the use of 
the products of slave-labor. And so we should 
have another test introduced, just as sound, as 
the tes‘, of the Come-outers. 

But this would not be the end of the princi- 
ple. The zealous Baptist might start up in one 
of our Nominating Conventions: “Mr. President, 
I should like to know whether that gentleman 
isa supporter of infant-baptism, and belicves 
that there is any true baptism, except by im- 
mersion—whether in fact he belongs to a 
Church which on these points has. denied the 
faith? If so, I cannot give him my vote. I 
dare not so use my right of suffrage, as to give 
countenance to a most ruinous heresy.” And 
then perhaps might follow the fiery Orthodox 
man, who holds that Unitarianism is Infidellty. 
and Infidelity is worse than slavery, because it 
insults Ged, while slavery degrades man. Ue 
could not support any man for office, who was 
not a firm believer in the Divinity of our Sa- 
vior—-lest he should give his sanction to a 
most fearful heresy. 

Thus, this Principle being edmitted, tests 
would go on multiplying indefinitely, till asso- 
ciated political action would become an impos- 
sibility. There is no escape from the conse- 
quence, unless the Principles we have laid 
down as those which ought to determine the 
choice of candidates, be strictly adhered to. 

The Liberty Party is organized for a specific 
object; the extinction of slavery by constitu- 
tional means; by federal action, where it lies 
within federal jurisdietion—by State action, 
where it lies within State-jurisdiction. Its 
plan is, the clection of men to office, who stand 
pledged to this object. Its doctrines are polit: 
ical, relating to the Constitution, and the rights 
and duties of the citizen under that instru- 
ment. Its measures are politicul; its object is 
political. Vt cavnot and it ought not, as it re. 
spects its candidates, look beyond their views 
on these points, their competency, their hones- 
ty or morality. The question respecting a 
man’s church-rclations is not before it for diseus- 
sion; ithasno right to pronounce any decision in 
regard to it. Political Power ought not to be 
invoked to settle questions of Conscience. Ci- 
vil Governmeni cannot rightfally establish a 
religious test—ecannot put ap one Church, or 
put down another, or enforce Come-Outism;— 
Neither can a Political Party; fora Politieal 

Party is limited in its action strictly by the

ment, 7 
h The mistake the advocates of this new test 
make is, in as#uming that the Liberty Party 
represents the whole of the Anti-Slavery move- 
ment. This movement has several aspects— 
Political, Mora}, Religious or Ecelesiastical.— 
The Liberty Party represents the Political, the 
Societies, the Moralythe Churches,the Ecclesias- 
tical.* This classification is sufficiently correct 
for all practical purposes. I may act with the 
Liberty Party for the sake of securing the elec- 
tion, to office of honest and capable men, pledged 
to go to the verge of their Constitutional power 
against ‘slavery; with the Anti-Shvery Socie- 
ties, for the sake of discussing at large the en- 
tire question of slavery, and diffusing light up- 
on the principles which should regulate the 
conduct of man in all his relations, towards the 
Evil: with the churches, for the sake of secur- 
ing proper discipline in the ease of those in- 
volved in it: The sphere of each is marked 
with sufficient distinctness, we repeat, for all 
practical purposes. The Church has no right 
to constitute itself a political eaucus; the Par- 
ty has no right to convert itself into an Eccle- 
siastical tribunal; nor has the Society a right, 
to decide ezx-cathedra upon the particular mode 
in which the politician or Christian should dis- 
charge his Anti-Slavery duties. 

Such is our position—a position we maintain- 


ed in our controversy with Gerrit Smith in 
1839, and one which we have seen no reason 
since to change. 

Let us notbe misunderstood, We speak of the char

‘The Administration and War. 

Many of the newspapers are censuring the 
President for the contradiction between his 
warlike tone, and pacific measures, They 
think that the language of his message should 
be followed up with preparations for defenee_on 
a large scale against the wrath of Great Britain. 

“Mr. Polk,” says the New York correspon- 
dent of the National Intelligencer, “pursues 
with great zeal and industry a system of policy 
which, it may be presumed, he considers very 
adroit, and well calculated to produce war be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States, and 
yet recommends no measures for the general 
defence of the country, which is defenceless; 
but on the contrary, sits in hisarm chair with 
his toes to the fire, and calmly calculates on 
the peace establishment, the amount of reve- 
nue per annum for years to come, and then 
through his Secretary of the ‘Ireasury, tells 
you the precise amount in dollars and cents that 
will remain in the Treasury in 1848. Now is 
there not something extraordinary, something 
peculiar in this state of things? ‘To me, it ap- 
pears thereis. It may be that the policy is too 
profound for ny poor weak head.” 

Very likely. 1t would doubtless be very pro- 
found policy, for the Executive Head of a Gov- 
ernment to lay bare all its thoughts, all its pur- 
poses, all the negotiations in which it may be 
engaged, all the prospects, &c., &c., for the 
special benefit of newspaper correspondents.— 
it would greatly contribute to the settlement 
of difficult questions and knotty points with 
foreign powers. Mr. Polk is not a particulariy 
smart man, but he has sense enough to see the 
folly of taxing the People millions of money to 
put the country ina hostile attitude, before 
hostile demonstrations are made by Great Bri- 
tain. And besides, it is quite possible that he 
may know something more of what is going on 
at the Court of St. James under the auspices of 
Mr. McLane, than the New York correspon- 
dent of the Intelligencer. We have no such 
faith in his love of peace as to believe, that, 
were he convinced of the near danger of war, 
he would not be ready enough in making de- 
mande for extravagant war-appropriations.

It is stated that the remonstrances against 
the admission of Texas as a slave’ State, pre- 
sented in Congress on the 11th inst., were eign- 
ed by 40,000 persons; and the day before, a gén- 
tleman arrived from Massachusetts, with simi- 
lar memorials signed by 30,000 more. One. of 
the memorials was headed by Horace Greeléy. 

We understand that J. G. Whittier is now at 
Washington, witha view to attend specially to 
this Texas business. ‘The Washington Union 
congratulates the country that these anti-Tex- 
as documents have been so charmingly dispo- 
sed of, It is also in raptures, that the peti- 
tions for the abolition of slavery in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are laid upon the table so 
quietly! Think of that—these abolition peti- 
tions received, absolutely received, one of them 
read, read all the way through, all of them 
kindly entertained, upon the table, one of them 
permitted by mistake to go to the Committee 
on the Jadiciary!—and yet, no volcano is un- 
capped, the globe gemains rolling upon its axis, 
the glorious Union itself stands unshaken and 
unterrified, and “Father Ritchie” himself looks 
out and smiles, bright.as a May-morning ‘Tell 
us, are not these the latter days?

“Congress itself cannot disregard or tran- 
scend the limitations of Federal power by the 
Constitution.

_ Compare with this the extraordinary clause 
in the Constitution of Texas, (quoted below,) 
which, not content with establishing Human 
Slavery, renders it irrevocable by an act of her 
Legislative authority, however unanimous or 
imsperatively necessary. We insist if this isa 
Republican Constitution, then a State in which 
one man owned all the land and all the people 
would be likewise Republican. Look at the 
suicidal inconsistency of this clause with any 
trae Republicanism, and judge what is our 
duty.” 

“Will you stand by this doctrine, Mr. Gree- 
ley? It is, that Human. Slavery, estab- 
lished in a State by Law, is incompatible 
of Government— 
that the Union is bound to guarantee to each 
State a republican form of government—and

tions requisite in his-position. It is a great 
pity that such a man should have been intrust- 
ed with carrying into effect one of the greatest 
reforms, yet attempted by the Government. 
It is well known that he is not aman of pro- 
gress, that he was too obtuse to comprehend 
the real importance of the Post Office to the 
People, that he was a bitter enemy to the 
reduction of postage. Certainly, therefore, he 
was peculiarly disqualified for discharging the 
duties of Post Master General, under a system 
of things, repugnant to all his narrow and pre- 
conceived notions. He could not be expected 
to act cfiiciently for the promotion of the ex- 
periment, or to do otherwise than to glean every 
particular militating against it. 

But, it was hardly to be expected that even 
he would recommend a change before the new 
system was thoroughly tried. Congress, after 
a full dis:ussion of the whole question—impel- 
led by a strong public sentiment—convinced 
beyond all doubt that high rates could no lon- 
ger be maintained without the risk of the over- 
throw of the Post Office by private expresses— 
deliberately adopted the system of low postage, 
to take effect the Ist of July last. Now, could 
any body but Cave Johnson have the folly to 
recommend that the experiment thus deliber- 
ately ventured upon, be discontinued before it 
is fairly tried? Six months have not elapsed 
since the new law went into operation, and the 
Post Master in his report founds all his calcu- 
lations upon imperfect returns of the working 
of the system for the last three months. And 
yet he urgesa radical change! 

Let us hope'that Congress will manifest a 
little common sense, and not act like children, 
who, before they get their play-house half con- 
structed, change their minds, fall out with the 
pattern, and tamble the whole concern in ruins. 
We really think a decent regard for its own 
opinions ought to persuade it to try their effica- 
cy at least for two or three years—Mr. Cave 
Johnson to the contrary notwithstanding. 

This gentleman seems totally unable to com- 
prehend the very important truth,—that the 
Post Office isu great Public Necessity. It is 
vital to the business, the intelligence, the har- 
mony, the stability of the Republic. We could 
better dispense with the Navy and Army, than 
the Mail. ‘The Navy, any further than it se- 
cures the safety of our Commerce where the 
usages of civilized and christian nations are 
not strictly observed, and the Army, any fur- 
ther than a military force may be required to 
take care of our forts and munitions of war, are 
absolutely useless—wasting burthens on the 
resources of the People. But the Mail is vital 
toalmost every interest of Society—of daily, 
perpetual, necessity, a great benefit to every 
class of citizens. 

Mr. Johnson entertains no such ideas. 

“This branch of the public service,” he says, 
“was founded upon the principle that it should 
sustain itself. Congress never made it a source 
of revenue for general purposes, except for a 
short period during the late war with Great 
Britain, nor permitted the general revenues to 
be applied to its support. ‘To tax that class 
of our citizens who do not participate in the 
advantages of the mail service, for the benefit 
of those who eejoy its exclusive use, is so mani- 
festly unjust, that it has been seldom present- 
ed to the consideration of Congress.” | 

We should like to know what class of citi- 
zens, that is, which does not participate in the 
advantages of the mail service. Every poor 
New England girl in the South, who receives 
a quarterly letter from her venerable parents; 
every destitute wanderer in the far West, that 
watches tlie mail in hope that its arrival may 
bring him the necessary aid; every anxious 
mother whose heaart is occasionally cheered by, 
a letter from her adventurous son, on the fron- 
tiers—all, of every class in this widely extended 
Republic share in the benefits of the mail ser 
vice. What sort of pcople has the Post Mas- 
ter been accustomed to? Is there any body in 
his region that never receives a letter or news- 
paper? If there be any branch of the public 
service, of benefit lo every man, woman and 
child in the nation, saving and excepting al- 
ways, the unhappy slave population, it is the 
mail service, For if a man does not ‘himself 
use the mail, he enjoys the benefits of the in- 
formation and other blessings diffused through 
it. 

If then, this great Public Convenience should 
cost the public treasury some one million of 
dollars annually for one or two years, till the 
new system get fairly under operation, we 
hardly think the People will feel much ag- 
grieved, especially when they remember that 
the War establishment taxes them to the tune 
of some fifteen or sixteen millions annually ! 

But, this idea of raising the rates is absurd. 
The Department may as well shut up shop, if 
the thing be attempted. Private enterprise 
Will put the brand of nuisance on the Post Of- 
fice Department, and private expresses will 
cripple all its faculties. No laws can be made 
stringent enough to prevent such a competi- 
tion, which would then find its strong support 
in public sentiment.

Mr. Rockwell, of ‘Ct., called. ‘up resolutions 1n- 
troduced by him trom the Legislature of Connetti- 
cut, with a view of moving their reference to the 
Committee of the Whole. ° 

Mr. R. took oceasion to speak of the unhand- 
gome manner in which the resehttiens introduced 
by him and emanating from his State had ‘been 
treated by the House. Opposition made 
to printing the Resolutions, which was both anan- 
usual and an unprovoked motion, as nothing ap- 

roaching faction had come from this side of the 
fouse. Mr. R. warned the flouse of the canse- 
quences which would flow from such a provocition 
as this, and he exhorted the majority, for the peace 
and harmony of the body, as well as for the peace 
of the country, ta resort toa milder kind of legis- 
lation. ’ 

But little was said by Mr. R. of the main ques- 
tion, except that the Constitution of Texas con- 
tained provisions upon the Slave question which 
did not meet his approval, and further that he 
thought that the manner of admission was unu- 
snal and extraordinary. In the first place the 
whole of ‘Texas was to be admitted asa Slave 
country, and in the second place, the Resolutions 
before the House proposed that Texas should 
come into the Union with two representatives. _ 

Mr. Rockwell desired that his Resolution 
should be referred to the Committee of the Whole 
and printed. :

In the House, the bill to repeal so much of 
the Registry Law as relates to Hamilton coun: 
ty, was read a second time. 

Many Temperance and Anti-Black Law pe- 
titions were presented and referred. 

A memorial on our Black Laws from the So- 
ciety of Friends, assembled at New Port, Indi- 
ana, gave rise to some debate—but it was final- 
ly received by a large majority. 

Thursday, 18h, in the Senute a reply to the 
refolutions of Mr. Edgerton, asking information 
in relation to moueys borrowed, &c. was re- 
ceived from the Auditor of State, the amount of 
which was, that he knew nothing about it.

Sin:-—I had the honor to réceive a few days :

Munivation, a fequisition from this office in 
due form, Was presented to your Excellency, for 
the arrest and delivery to the authorities of 
Ohio, of Francis Lewis, Wyatt Lewis, James 
Coe, Nimrod Coe and Calvin Rockenbaugh, 
against whom indictments were returned, in 
the county of Washington, and State of Ohio, 
for the atrocious crime of kidnapping three ci- 
tizens of Ohio. Your communication contains 
the first intimation furnished, as to any action 
on the part of your’ Excellency, on the subject 
of the requisition from this office. As the 
erime on which the demand for the arrest was 
predicated, is one of no ordinary magnitude, 
and as the execution of criminal justice always 
requires promptness, you willallow me _ to ex- 
press to you my regret, that circumstanecs 
should have arisen, to occasion so much delay 
in your action. 

I Jearn with no small degree of surprise, the 
determination which you have made on the 
subject of the requisition, You have, as it ap- 
pears, deferred your final decision, until some 
future period, and declined, at the present, is- 
suing « Warrant for the arrest. You say in 
your communication, after speaking of the de- 
lay in your action, “I have now, however, to in- 
form your Excellency, thatall the persons naim- 
ed in your requisition, are at this time, (that is, 
at the date of your letter,) under legal process, 
compelling their attendance as witnesses, in a 
prosecution,” &c. 

‘Your statement leaves groand for the infe- 
‘rence, that after it had become known, in Vir- 
ginia, that a requisition had been presented to 
you, and during the delay which occurred, be- 
tween thetime of making the demand upon 
you,and-thedate of your letter, the legal pro- 
cess spoken of had been servedon the persons 
whose arrest was required. Ifthe persons had 
been under legal process, at the time the de- 
mand for the arrest had been made, it is to be 
presumed the fact would have been so stated.— 
Permit me further to say to your Excellency, 
that the reasons assigned for your declining to 
issue the warrant for the arrest, at present, and 
delerring your final decision on theapplication, 
until a future period, are, to my mind, very un- 
satisfactory. Why defer your final decision 
upon the merits of the application, and deter- 
mine to take the matter up for consideration, 
only after the persons whose arrest is demanded, 
shall have been discharged from legal process 
as witnesses? What bearing the judgment of 
a criminal court in Virginia, can have on the 
preseeution of other persons, apon a different 
charge,in enabling you to form a more correct 
decision upon the pending requisition, js whol. 
ly beyond my comprehension; and the delay jn- 
cident to this course, wopld afford an opportu- 
nity to the persons whose arrest js soyght to 
muke their eseape; an event, I doubt not, which 
your Excellency would much regret. 

But the provisions of the law of Virginia, 
which you furnish, and give as the groynd on 
which you base your refusal to issuea warrant, 
age not applicable to the case. By the provi- 
sion of ijjap Jew, the exemption from arrest,

course of legal proceedings; if the injunctions 
4 the national compact are to be made secon- 
ary to strained constructions of mere State 
*nactments, and matters of local expediency; 
if a diabolical outrage of this kind is to be per- 
petrated by citizens of Virginia upon the 
persons of citizens of Ohio, and the perpetra- 
tors escape with impunity, under the protection 
af the authorities of Virginia; be assured sif, 
the friendly feclings and intercourse between 
the two States will be greatly endangered, and 
it is feared the people of Ohio will take jastice 
in their own hands, and redress’ their own 
wrongs, Without a recourse to the authorities 
of Virginia. IL do not say this by way of 
threat, nor without due reflection. 

I believe your Excellency to be acting from 
good motives: but sir, it is not in human na- 
ture for any people to submit: tamely, and see 
our people kidnapped, and imprisoned in a for- 
eign jurisdiction. IT tell you, siz, plainly, with 
proper respect, and with due deliberation, that 
Ohio will not submit to such wrongs. 

Let me ask you then, sir, in the exercise of 
your high fanctions, and with a disposition 
which i doubt not you possess, to preserve the 
peace and happiness of the people of the whole 
Union, to reconsider the determination which 
you have made on this subject. 

You inform me by your communication that 
Joseph Romani, ‘Titus Shotwell, and Berton 
Stanton, have been indicted in Wood county, 
Virginia, upon a charge of “enticing and allur- 
ing away slaves from their master in Virginia,” 
and in your letter, you demand their surrender. 

No requisition, in a legal form, as yet has 
becn presented at this office, accompanied with 
a copy of indictment. I cannot presume that, 
ina matter of so much importance, your Ex- 
ecllency expects me to dispense with the usual 
legal and constitutional requirements, in the 
surrender of citizens of Ohio. 

Should a requisition come, in a proper and 
legal form, accompanied by the necessary pa- 
pers, I will assure you, Sir. it shall receive all 
proper attention, with due regard to the injanc- 
tions of the federdl constitution. 

In conclusion, permit me to say, that the aa- 
thorities of Ohio have thus far been faithful to 
the performanee of their duties relative to fugi- 
tive slaves. Tam notaware that any palliation 
exists, unless ip mere imagination, for the out- 
rage perpetrated by the citizens of Virginia 
within the jurisdiction of Ohio. How beneti- 
gial your salutary admonitions on the subject 
of the morality and virtue of the citizens of the 
iwo States yay be, js yet left to vonjegture; 
but I will ussuse\yon, Sir, that no where in the 
Union, the “Old Dominion” pot excepted, aye 
the citizens more moral and peaceable {han those 
of Ohig. Still, T prus¢ Siz, thea admonitions will 
not be entirely useless. I am yet firmly of opinion 
that the administration of the crimipal law 
oyght not to be relaxed, unless if be iptended to 
let the peaple avenge their own wrongs by a 
resort to violence, 





upon the requisitjay of the Executive of anoth- 
er State, is confined to “persgng ynder prosegy- 
tion for treason, felony 07 other crime, alleged to 
fave been committed in Virginia, and to persons 
in custody upon any exegujiay, or uponany writ 
or progess.” Youdo not claim that the persons 
whose arrest [ ave demanded, are “ip custo- 
dy” upon any progesy. ‘T'p be in custody, the 
person of an individual must be in ihe keeping, 
and under confinement by, an ofticer entrusted 
with some legal process, authorizing the impri- 
sonmeni, 

According to no rational or legitimate con- 
struction ofa law, can a person ‘undeyz a mere 
sumMons or subpena, to appearina case asa 
witness, he regarded as “in custody.” This 
law, therefore, does noj appear tome Lo be ap- 
plicable to the case, inasmuch as, fox; your 
own statement, these persons are only under u 
mere, progess of a sphperna, asa Wilness, and 
not “in custudy,” upon any progess, or under 
any erimjnal prosecution, in Virginia. A 
The requisition which I have made ypon you, 
for the arrest of the persoys pamed, was made 
in sttiet conformity to the provigione of the 
law of Congress, of the }2th February, 4793, 
band under the authority of the second clause of 
the second section of the 4th article of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, which is in the 
words following, to wit; “a person charged, in 
any State, with treason, felony oy other crime, 
whd shall flee from justice, and pe found in an; 
other State, shall, on demand of the Lxecutive 
nuthority of the State from which he fled, be 
deliveyed up, to be removed to the State having 
inrisdiction of the crime.” 

‘This provision of the Constitution is jmpera- 
tive. “On demand,” the fugitiye from justice 
shall be given up. The Constitution is subject 
to no qualification or condition, and is para 
mount to any mere act passed by the Legisia- 
ture of any one of the States, 

lt appears evident to me, that good faith to- 
wards the national compact, reqyires the faith- 
ful observance of, and strict obedience to, the 
high injunctions of the Constitution of the 
United States, {f the Legislature of one of the 
States has the power to pass a jaw, annexing 
conditions or qualifications to an imperative 
provision of the Constitution of the United 
Spates; or if the chief executive magistrate, 
from considerations of local expediency, has the 
power toeyade a coppljance with the imperi- 
ous injunctions of that Constitution, ihep, that 
sagred chart of our national liberty will bea 
mere rope of gap, and cease longer to he any 
protection Lo the respective gighjy of the States 
of the Upjon. 

_The law of Congregs, of the 12th February, 
1793, points ont the mode of making the de- 
mand for the surrender of fugitives from jus- 
tice. Under this law, it is provided that, when- 
ever the Executive authority of a State in the 
Union, shall demand any person as a fugitive 
from justice, and produce a copy of an indict- 
meat, or an affidavit, made before a magistrate, 
prelerring spe charge, &e., “it shall be the duty 
of the executive aufhority of ihe Sjate to which 
such person shal hyve fled, to cayse him or her 
to be arrested and delivered over,” ke. — 

Neither the: Constitution of the United} 
States, nor this’ law of Congress, will admit of 
the copstraction, that the surrender of a fugi- 
tive from jyspige, isto. be aybject to the eondi- 
tion, that the suyrender is pdf to be mags, in 
case the fugitive is under the mere process of a 
subpoena, to appear in a case as a Wifness in 
gourt. hers: ii ead 
The paramount objects of onr national upton, 
and the preservation of the friendly relations, 
the peace and harmony of the several States, 
are certainly not to yield, or, be, made, segonda- 
ry toa mere suit, pending in.a loeal conrt. If 
such a construction should be given to this pro- 
vision of the constitution, jt would render it 
almost. 2 nullity; and, whenever ‘an offender 
shold learn, that a requisition was about to 
be made for hig syreender and punishment for a 
criminal] depredation, perpetrated upon the per- 
son and property of an adjacent State, all he 
would have to do, would be to get some of his 
friends or accomplices, to serve upon hima 
process to appear, as a witness, in some pro- 
eeeding pending in a Jocal court, and thus de- 
feat the purposes of justice. 

In the ease now under consideration, in cay- 
rying out the provisions of the iyternational 
law, and thereby preserving the friendly rela- 
tions between the States, there is no occasion, 
as} ap rehend, to jnterfere with the proceed- 
ings, Whieh you menjion, in the griminal court 
of Virginia. The persons| whose arrest apd 
surrender is demanded, can, by means of giv- 
ing bail for their appearance, to answer to the 
crupinal charge in’ Ojo, be used as witnesses 
in the court of Virginia, and, the fact of their 
testimony being necessary, for the purposes of 
justice, (if such bg. the casp,) in a erimjna

Thus the Mail Service in the free States, 
though five millions of miles per annum jnore, 
than in the slave Stat¢s,cos{s about one hundred 
aad seventy-five thousand dollars less. Or, to 
present the difference ina still more striking 
light:—- Did the mail service in the slave States 
cost no more than it does in the Western free 
States, 6 cents per mile, the total cost per ain- 
num would be only ying hupdred and twenty- 
four thousand fivechundred and ninety-three 
dollars, being $596,452 Icss than the present 
cost. That is, the Department, could it effect 
contracts on as fayorable teris jn the South as 
inthe free North, might make a saving per 
annum of near six hundred thousand dollars.

(TRIENNIAL. ] 

In éonsequence of the formation of a South- 
ern Triennial Baptist Convention, the General 
Convention recently held an extra session in 
the city of New York. It was supposed by 
many that the object of this extra session was 
to make such arrangements as would fully 


unite all Northern Baptists, by the removal of 


all apprehension of again combining in its mis- 
sionary operations with slave-holding Baptists. 
It appears that this was quite a mistake. No 
thing was done to give the guaranty that sla- 
very should not have the saine influence in the 
body as formerly. On the contrary the subject 
was adroitly avoided in their new Constitution, 
and the door left wide open for all the slave- 
holders in the land to become life members of 
the Missionary Union. The new Constitution 
is more exceptionable than the old. Under the 
old arrangement there was nothing in the Con- 
stitution to prevent the expression of opposi- 
tion to slavery; there was indeed nothing to 
prevent the exclusion of slave-holders, except 
an implied faith. But underthe new, the Con- 
stitution itself settles it thatany man, whatso- 
ever may be his character, may become a life 
member, Many Abolitionists were present 
who voted for the new Constitution, seemingly 
under the] impression that the separation was 
already complete between slave-holders and 
non-slaveholders—others of them penctrated 
the scheme, and made effort to remedy thie evil, 
but they were uncourteously treated; and al- 
though they presented a respectful paper on 
the subject, it was hastily set aside, and not 
even answered. 

The following articles of their Constitution 
will show how effectually they have arranged 
matters for the accommodation of such slave- 
holders as may be residing at the North, or be- 
ing residents of the South, may choose to be 
united with both the Northern and Southern 
bodies. 

“1. This Association shall be styled The 
American Baptist Missionary Union. 

“2. The single object of this Union shall be 
to diffuse the knowledge of the religion of Je- 
sus Christ by means of Missions, throughout 
the world. ‘ 

“3. This Union shall be composed of Life 
Membcrs. All the members of the Baptist 
General Convention who may be present at the 
adoption of this Constitution, shall be members 
for life of the Union, Other persons may be 
constituted life members by the payment at 
one time, of not less than one hundred dollars.” 

“24. Alterations may be made in this Con- 
stitution only upon recommendation by the Board 
of Managers, and at an annual meeting of the 
Union, by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present.” 

The other articles of the Constitution only 
refer to the appointment and duties of the offi- 
cers, & r. 

The following points are worthy of notice. 
At the meeting all motions to so frame the 
Constitution as to prevent slave-holders from 
becoming members were either rejected or un- 
courteously neglected. The term “single” in 
the second article was undoubtedly intended 
to mean that slavery is not to be considered by 
the “Union,” although the author of it has left 
unintentionally reom enough for a zealous 
Abolitionist to introduce anti-slavery as a part 
of the religion of Jesus Christ. 

It will be seen by the 4th article, that any 
person Whatsoever, be he Infidel, or Christian, 
Abolitionist or Slave-holder, by the payment 
of one hundred dollars can be a member of the 
Union. Yea, even if he obtained the hundred 
dollars by fraud, gambling or robbery, and 
should unblushingly make it known. Moral 
character is not a necessary qualification for 
membership in the great Baptist Missionary 
Union. Christ gave his commission to his dis- 
ciples to diffuse the knowledge of his religion, 
but the Baptists of America transfer the com- 
mission to any whom they can induce to pay 
an hundred dollars for life membership. 

Bat again, by the same article they consti- 
tuted all the Delegates of the General Conven- 
tion present at the time, members for life. How 
many of these were slave-holders? There 
were a considerable number of delegates not 
present who are slave-holders; but it appears 
from the proceedings, that although omitted, 
because ‘a conditiona} clause could not be in- 
troduced in a Canstitution,” yet the mover of 
it suggested that “a resolution might hereafter 
be introduced to embrace those who were not 
present.” But it appears that the “Rev.” Mr. 
Kingsford was a delegate present from Vir- 
ginia, and of course he was thereby eonstitu- 
ted a Life Member. Whether he owns slaves 
or not did not appear. He may as a Vir- 
ginian own them at any time, and his pur- 
chase of a thousand for the purpose of specu- 
lating in Texas, would not forfeit his life mem- 
bership. 

Further, there is nothing to prevent any 
member of their Board of Managers going to 
South Carolina or Georgia and marrying a 
lady with a hundred slaves, and continuing to 
work them under an overseer on a rice or cot- 
ton plantation. It is even provided that “in 
every case” when a manager's term of service 
expires he shall be re-eligible. ‘The only esscn- 


——tial qualification of a manager is, that he is a 


* 


member in good standing in some regular Bap- 
tist Church. 

It was fondly hoped that after the Southern 
Convention was organized, the Northern Bap- 
tists would no longer pursue the temporizing 
policy they had for years past been chargeable 
with, But it seems there is nothing now 
gained to principle. The Southern Baptists 
may as well fallin with the “American Bap- 
list Missionary Union,” and I presume many 
will. 

Let the true friends ef pure Missions, free 
from a slavery-sustained treasury, and a pro- 
slavery influence, now give their undivided 
support to the American and Foreign’ Baptist 
Missionary Society; for that Society respects 
the principle that God hates “robbery for a 
durnt-offermg.” Let them no longer delude 
themselves with the hope that the new Consti- 
tution may yet be amended. No amendment 
can be made waless first recommended by their 
Board of Managers. ‘The plebeians of the 
“Union,” must be patient until their masters 
of the aristocracy shall condescend to advise 
alterations. Verily, they are rightly termed a 
Board of Managers.

Agrippa Hull, 


In the village of Stockbridge, Mass., lives a 
black man by the name of Agrippa Hull, who 
served in the Revolutionary war. At the close 
of it he was honorably discharged, in testimo- 
ny of which he shows a certificate signed by 
General Washington. He was for some years 
the servant of General Kosciusko, of whose 
——- and humane character he speaks with 

ove and admiration. 

Agrippa has an uncommonly tine head, and 
is remarkable for his excellent understanding 
and good character. By his industry he has 
become possesséd of a valuable farm, which at 
the age of 76, he cultivates himself. -He is 
eminent for his piety, and those who have 
heard him speak at conference meeting, which 
he is in the habit of attending with his white 
neighbors, say that in prayer he is distingnish- 
ed for fervor and eloquence and peculiar origi- 
nality and richness of language. 

The acuteness and wisdom of his views upon 
most subjects, and the wit and force of his il- 
‘ustrations, make his conversation so impres- 
sive that you remeinber what he has said long 
after you have parted from him. During an 
interview of perhaps half an hour, I was so 
struck with his remarks, that as soon as he left 
me I wrote down his very words without any 
alteration or embellishment. E 

When I expressed to Agrippa my opinion 
upon the subject of prejudice against color, he 
said, 

“When there is a flock of sheep, and some 
black ones among them, I always think that if 
they behave well, they have as gooda right to 
be fed asthe white ones. God will not ask 
what is our color, but what has been our con- 
duct. The Almighty made all colors. Tf we 
find fault with the work, we find fault with the 
Workman. His worksare all good. It is not 
the eover of the book, but what the book econ- 
tains is tlhe question. Many a good book has 
dark covers. Which is the worst, the white 
black man, or the black white man?” 

“When a white man says any hard thing to 
me about my color, I tell him [ pity him; and 
I ask him which is the worst, to be black out- 
side or in. Whena black man is treated ill by 
a white man, and he bears it patiently, and on- 
ly pities him, I think that he has achance to 
take a very high place over the white man.” 

“Once,” said Agrippa, “when I was a ser- 
vant toa gentleman who was overbearing and 
haughty, we both went to the same church.— 
On Sunday a mulatto gentleman by the name 
of Haynes preached, .. When we came out of 
meeting, my master said to me, ‘Well, Aprip- 
pa, how do you like nigger preaching” 

“Sir,” I answeréd, “he was half black and 
half white: I liked my half, how did you like 
yours?” 


U the assertion that the slaveholders can- 


F not abolish slavery, Agrippa said: 


“No one can say he is obliged to do wrong. 
When the drunkard says he cannot live with- 
out spirits, J tell him to take temperate things 
for a while, and sec if he is not better. It is 
his will that is in fault, \ There is no necessity 

'<tto do wrong. God never makes us do wrong.” 

He put his hand upon a little boy’s head and 
said: 

“I love to see them well brought up. It isa 
good thing to feed the minds of children.” 


When speaking of the abolitionists he suid, 

“Tt may be ugreat while befors the aboli- 
tionists can satceed in their purpose; but they 
will do great good to the black men, by indu- 
cing them to keep down their bad feelings, 
knowing that help will come at last. The Ab- 
olitionists-have the great happiness of working 
for a cause in which they know they have God 
on their side.” 

In a cause, the merit of which depends upon 
the question whether the black man is a ian, 
no further testimony is needed than the re- 
mauaks of Agrippa; and what greater encour- 
agement can the Abolitionists desire than that 
contained in his words, “God is on their side.”
